Door-to-door distribution of a 
leaflet outlining the advantages 
of the proposed new city charter 
and answering objections of its 
opponents was begun today by 
the Citizens’ Committee for the 
New Charter. 

The charter will be submitted 
to the voters at the primary elec- 
tion next Tuesday. 

One side of the leaflet carries 
tepresentative news stories on 
the charter from the city’s three 
daily newspapers while the re- 
verse side includes news stories 
and editorials denying  anti- 
charter contentions that adoption 
of the charter would mean a rise 
in taxes. 

Specifically, the leaflet con- 
tends the charter would not levy 


have charged. 
200,000 to Be Put Out. 


Former Mayor Aloys P. Kauf- 
mann and H. Sam Priest, co-chair- 
men of the Citizens’ Committee, 
said 200,000 of the leaflets would 
be distributed in the city by Mon- 
day: They again urged all St. 
Louisans to take the few minutes 
necessary to cast a ballot Tuesday. 

The committee turned its atten- 
tion to throw-sheets and paid ad- 
vertisements by anti-charter forces 
which charge that higher taxes 
will follow adoption of the char- 
ter and that too much authority 
is concentrated in the Mayor with- 
out retaining the comptroller and 
the Board of Estimate and Ap- 
portionment as checks on his fis- 
cal powers. 


Asserting the anti-charter state- 
ments were a “smoke screen” for 
politicians who are seeking bigger 
game, the committee said: 


“They are using the spurious 
and thoroughly discredited tax 
issue actually to cover up the fact 
that the new charter provides for 
an extension of civil service to 
the offices of license collector, 
collector of revenue, treasurer and 
comptroller. These offices would 
be consolidated into a new De- 
partment of Finance. They know 
that heads of the various divisions 
under the new charter would be- 
come civil service employes and 
thus no longer political appointees 
or subject to political domina- 
tion.” 

Control of Purse Strings. 

The committee also said there 
was opposition by the politicians 
to the provisions ofthe new 
charter which would provide 
tighter control of the city’s purse 


call of public officials who do 
not do their duty in office. 

“Politicians do not like the 
idea.” the committee statement 
continued, “that under the new 
charter it would be virtually im- 
possible for the Board of Alder- 
men to pass any ‘emergency’ bills 
which can escape a referendum 
or vote by the people. In other 
words, the people would assume 
much greater control of their own 
government and the politicians do 
not like that.” 

It was pointed out by the com- 
mittee that practically all of the 
tax provisions of the new charter 
have been lifted from the old 
charter and actually remain un- 
changed except that businesses 
which have come into being cur- 
ing the last 36 years would be 
added to those on which the

George and Smith, Both 
on Foreign Relations 
Committee, Favor Use 
of Veto in Council if 
Necessary. 


WASHINGTON, July 29 (AP) 
—Two members of the Senate 
Foreign Relations Committee de- 
manded today that the United 
States block any move to admit 
Chinese Communists to the 
United Nations, by use of the 
veto, if necessary. 

Senator George (Dem.,), 
Georgia, told a reporter that 
with American troops fighting 
Communists in Korea he doesn’t 
think this country can afford to 
withhold its Security Council veto 
if that is the only way to*bar the 
Chinese Communists. 

In a separate interview, Sena- 
tor Smith (Rep.), New Jersey, 
called on Secretary of State Dean 
Acheson to make it clear at once 
that the United States will use 
every means at its command to 
keep the Chinese Communists 
out of the U.N. 

Use of Veto Not Planned. 

The State Department has taken 
the position that it would be un- 
wise at this time for the U.N. to 
consider the question of admit- 
ting the Mao Tse-tung govern- 
ment’s representatives. But it has 
said the United States would not 
exercise the veto if such a show- 
down came. 

This seemed to leave the Amer- 
ican representatives free to ma- 
neuver actively to prevent the 
question’s arising, as it may 
when Jacob A. Malik, the Soviet 
representative, takes over as 
chairman of the Security Coun- 
cil for August and thus ends his 
walkout from that body. 

But this apparently wasn’t a 
strong enough position for George 
and Smith. 

George said he expects Malik 
to attempt to use his chairman- 
ship as a sounding board to try 
to undermine the American posi- 
tion in the Far East. 

“The whole theory under which 
we are proceeding in Korea is 
based on the contention that the 
North Korean attack is Commu- 
nist-inspired and is in clear vio- 
lation of the United Nations 
charter,” the Georgia Senator 
said. 

Opposes New Prestige for Reds. 

“Under those circumstances, I 
don’t think we could afford to 
take any action that would give 
new prestige to Communists any- 
where and we. would have to 
exercise the veto, if it comes to 
that point.” 

Smith said he believes that 
until Russia agrees not to employ 
the U.N. veto, this country can’t 
bind itself in advance on a major 
question. 

“The President has ordered the 
fleet to defend the Chinese Na- 
tionalists on Formosa,” he said. 
“We recognize the Nationalist 
overnment as the representative 
of the Chinese people. 

“It wouldn’t make sense to de- 
fend that Government with our 
fighting forces, then permit a 
rival government to be recognized 
by the United Nations. It would 
complicate terribly our position 
in Formosa.”

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BATTALION GOES 
ON ACTIVE DUTY 


More Than 750 Mobilized 
at Roll Call — Area 


Families 


Jammed as 
Witness Ceremonies. 


The Third Infantry Battalion, 
Marine Corps Reserve — more 
than 750 strong—went on active 
duty today in the first major 
mobilization of a St. Louis reserve 
unit since the start of the Korean 
war. 


Meanwhile, “some units” of the 
Missouri National Guard were or- 
dered to active duty, a spokesman 
for Gov. Forrest Smith reported 
from Jefferson City. On orders 
from the Secretary of the Army, 
names and strength of the units 
were withheld. It was reliably 
reported, however, that none of 
the units called up was from the 
St. Louis area. The units will be 
activated Aug. 19. 

The units were understood to 
be non-divisional units—those not 
part of specific division. Most 
of the Guard units in the St. 
Louis area are part of the Thirty- 
fifth Division. 

Assembled by Companies. 

The reservists assembled by 
companies on a parade area at the 
Naval Reserve Training Center at 
the foot of Ferry street and were 
called to attention for roll call 
promptly at 8 a.m. The area for 
blocks around was jammed with 
parked automobiles that carried 
the families of the men to witness 
the ceremofty. 

Hundreds of women and chil- 
dren stood eight to 10 deep 
around the area and watched sii- 
ently. There were few tears be- 
cause the battalion hasn’t yet re- 
ceived its orders to move away. A 
30-piece band played the Marine 
Hymn and marches to lend color 
to the event. 

The men wore summer khaki 
and the platoon of about 30 wom- 
en Marines was trim in crisp, 
seersucker “greens.” 

There were very few stragglers 
for the roll call. Some of the 
men showed up late and some 
didn’t appear at all. “But they'll 
be in,” an officer said. 

The men were in good spirits 
and if any ‘were worried about 
what the next few weeks or 
months may bring, they didn’t 
show it. They were described as 
“all worked up and ready to go.”

Commander Warns G.I.s to Stand

Butchery if They Fail.

WITH THE UNITED STATES 
TWENTY-FIFTH DIVISION, KO.- 
REA, July 29 (UP —Lt. Gen. Wal- 
ton H. Walker, hard-bitten Amer- 
ican ground commander in Korea, 
told his men today they must 
stand their ground now or face 
“a butchery of Americans such 
as there has never been in his- 
tory.” 

He warned them they must 
fight to the death to hold what 
they have. - 

Walker laid down the law to 
headquarters officers of the Twen- 
ty-fifth Division, part of his Uni- 
ted States Eighth Army, and told 
them to relay his words to all 
Americans fighting in Korea. 

“This operation very definitely 
has entered its crucial stage,” 
Walker told correspondents after 
conferring with Maj. Gen. Hobart 
R. Gay of the First Cavalry and 
Maj. Gen. William B. Kean com- 
manding the Twenty-fifth Divi- 
sion. 

Walker talked to the corre- 
spondents in a schoolroom which 
Gay uses as an office. 

‘Retreated Our Last Step.’ 

“We have retreated our last 
step,”he said in a fiery front-line 
speech reminiscent of some made 
by his own former commander, 
the late Gen. George S. Patton. 

“We cannot afford to go back 
any further. In fact, there is no 
place left for us to withdraw to. 

“There’s no thought in the mind 
of anybody in this Army—even 
though we might be so disposed— 
that there possibly can be a Dun- 
kerque. It would be impossible 
for us to get out. Every man must 
fight to the death if necessary 
until help arrives.” 

Walker said he was “damn 
sick and tired” of hearing the 
phrase, “withdrawing for the pur- 
pose of readjusting our lines.” 

“By God!” he exclaimed angrily. 
“There aren’t going to be any 
more readjustments—except for- 
ward.” 

“Cannot Give Ground.” 


“There is to be no retreat,” he ; 


repeated. “We must fight to the 
death to hold what we have. We 
cannot think of giving ground to 
the enemy and any man who does 
give ground will be personally re- 
sponsible for the death of thous- 
ands of his buddies. 

“We are going to win. Nothing 
is going to stop us. But every 
man must fight to the death if

WHOLESALE PRICES 
SHOW .2 OF 1 PCT. 
RISE FOR WEEK 


| WASHINGTON, July 29 (AP)}— 
Wholesale prices increased two- 
tenths of one per cent, on the av- 
erage, during the week ended 
‘last Tuesday, July 25. This was a 
Smaller increase than those of the 
preceding weeks, 

The figures were announced 
‘yesterday by the Bureau of Labor 
Statistics, which said its index of 
laverage wholesale prices on Tues- 
|day was 163.7 per cent of the 1926 
/average. This was 42 per cent 
above four weeks ago (just after 
the Korean fighting started).

|revised index for July 18 was 


63.3. Those figures are based on 
an average of from 350 to 400 
commodities. 

By contrast, the bureau's index

WASHINGTON, July 29 (UP)—

Allison, who has the backing of 
President ‘Truman, was equally 
certain he would win the nomina- 
tion. Speaking at a Fourth Ward 
meeting at 2431 Spring avenue, 
Allison said reports from outstate 
Missouri and St. Louis show that 
he will win by a “good’majority” 
over the four other candidates in 
the race. 

Magistrate J. Glennon Mc- 
Kenna, an Allison campaign direc- 
tor here, said it is possible that 
Allison will carry St. Louis, which 
has been regarded as a major 
Hennings stronghold because Hen- 
nings has the support of 26 of the 
28 regular Democratic ward or- 
ganizations. McKenna said a num- 
ber of Democratic committeemen 
would make a last minute switch 
to Allison. 

Hennings’s backers here, how- 
ever, say he will carry St. Louis 
by 40,000 to 50,000 votes. Both 
candidates are winding up their 
campaigns here because of the 
importance of the city vote. Alli- 
son is exmected to have an ad- 
vantage in the outstate balloting, 
but it may not be large enough to 
offset a topheavy Hennings vote 
here. 

The turn out for last night’s 
Vashon meeting was cited by the 
Hennings’ camp as a demonstra- 
tion of his vote-getting strength. 
The crowd was estimated at more 
than 2000, or four times as large 
as the gathering at a similar Alli- 
son meeting at the Vashon center 
earlier this week.

NEED SEEN FOR DESIRE 
TO PROMOTE WELFARE 


Democracy Must Inspire Free 
Men to Defeat Dictator- 
ship, Says Compton. 


A democratic society must be 
motivated by a strong desire to 
promote the common welfare if 


a dictatorship in which there is 
unity of purpose imposed by rul- 
ing authority, Chancellor Arthur 
H. Compton of Washington Uni- 


versity declared yesterday. 
Discussing the new organiza- 
tion called World Brotherhood in 
a talk before the St. Louis Round 
Table of Christians and Jews at 
Hotel Statler, he said the need 
for a unifying purpose is the bas- 
ic requirement for meeting dan- 
gers. 
“Russia,” he declared, “consti- 
tutes our most immediate danger 
because it would force those over 
whom it can extend its power 
into subjection to the will of a 
small ruling group who them- 
selves set the goal and determine 
the part that each shall play.” 
“To answer this threat, there 
are three requirements: first, 
adequate military defense to pre- 
vent the forcible extension of the 
Russian power; second, a healthy 
and growing economy; which will 
maintain predominant strength 
and prosperity in the free world; 
and third, a vital belief in what 
the free world stands for as con- 
trasted with the actual goals to- 
ward which Russia is working. 
“Of these three requirements, 
if the third is met in full meas- 
ure, recent demonstrations of the 
strength of the democracies un- 
der the test of war show that the 
first and second can also be met. 
The prime requisite is simply that 
free men everywhere shall hold 
before the world a banner that 
will inspire them to its service.” 
International commissions de- 
signed to improve intergroup re- 
lations are being set up, Dr. 
Compton said in reporting on the 
meeting held in Paris last month 
by representatives from 12 na- 
tions. “The goal that World 
Brotherhood holds before us,” he 
declared, “is simply to enable 
every man and every woman to 
become useful, respected and 
valued by those whom their lives 


affect.”

Mobs on the Move 


There are ominous signs of a wave of hyster- 
ical repression of liberty in recent actions of a 
few self-appointed extirpaters of Communism 
in the United States. 

Police chiefs in Birmingham, Ala., and Knox- 
ville, Tenn., took it upon themselves to jail or 
expel any Communists found within the city 
limits. This is easily said, but how is a police 
chief to decide just who is a Communist? 

Birmingham made the problem simple by de- 
fining as a Communist anyone who “circulates 
or distributes any printed or written matter 
purported to have been issued by or over the 


- name of such Communist party or any branch 


thereof.” 

Which means anybody, including the United 
States Post Office Department apparently, who 
hands a copy of the Daily Worker to some- 
body else, or who even passes along a docu- 
ment somebody thinks is Communist. 

Nor was that all. Birmingham also decided 
that anybody is a Communist who is found “in 
a non-public place in voluntary communication 
with any person or persons established to be 
or to have been a member of such Communist 
party.” This means that anybody who talks to 
Louis Budenz in Birmingham is a Communist, 
so long as it is not on the street, that is. 


These definitions would be laughable, were 
it not for the fact that they permit persecu- 
tion of anybody a policeman might not like. 
In the South, that is likely to mean anybody 
who looks upon Negroes as something other 
than beasts of the field. 

And a Jackson, Miss., newspaper already has 
printed an editorial which virtually invited 
Southerners *to kill representatives of the 
Communist-line Civil Rights Congress, because 
the Civil Rights Congress has taken up the 
cause of a Negro it believes unjustly con- 
victed of rape. 

Mob violence at its worst, without the slight- 
est covering of law, occurred at a Maywood. 
Calif., plant of the Chrysler Corp. There 
Frank W. Zaffina, who announced that he was 
undertaking a “one-man crusade against Com- 
munism,” incited fellow workers into beating 
four plant employes. They denied they were 
Corhmunists, but their- blood was spilled anyway. 

And how much did Zaffina know about the 
men? He admitted afterward that he had 


not even known that two of them were World , 


War II veterans. After the violence had been 
done, and Zaffina had thought it over, he said, 
“T guess it isn’t right to take the law in your 
own hands.” 

It should not be necessary to keep repeating 
that statement to Americans, but, to our shame, 
apparently it is. Certainly Communism needs 
to be combatted, inside as well as outside the 
United States. But it should not be attacked 
by using the Communists’ own methods of force 
and violence, 

For when that happens, the mob rules. A 
malicious whisper; and the result can be a 
murder. And the experience of the past indi- 
cates that far more of the innocent than of the 
guilty are the victims. Any personal enemy 
can be disposed of simply by labeling him Com- 
munist. 
becomes a “Red.” 

Getting rid of Communism is far too serious 
a matter to be handled vigilante style. No 
mob, no single individual, can decide whether 
a man is a Communist. Indeed, Communism 
is not suppressed but breeds in the lawless 
atmosphere of the lynching party. 


Whatever measures need to be taken against 
Communism, whether in peace, in war, or in a 
twilight stage in between, should be taken in 
an orderly manner, according to the dictates 
of the law and legal procedures. If violence 
triumphs over justice, democracy perishes. 
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Promising Congressman Defeated 

The House of Representatives lost more than 
its youngest member when Hugo S. Sims Jr. of 
South Carolina was defeated in a _ run-off 
primary by Former Representative John P. 
Riley. It also lost one of its most able cham- 
pions of the public welfare. 

Representative Sims, a lawyer and newspaper 
editor, who had a brilliant war record as a com- 
pany commander in the 101st Airborne Division, 
consistently supported foreign aid measures. He 
opposed the Kerr natural gas grab, the rivers 
and harbors and basing point bills. He favored 
rent control and provisions for loans to housing 
co-operatives. 

On the long series of FEPC votes he sided 
with his Southern colleagues. But on practically 
every other issue he showed his measure by 
breaking away; from the Dixiecrat obstruction- 
ists. His departure from Congress is a loss. Is 
it too much to hope that South Carolina will 
send him back at a later time? 
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Economy Up to Mr. Truman 

Senator Douglas of Illinois, a generally pro- 
Administration Democrat, has been waging 
another battle to reduce appropriations, with no 
more success than he had last year. 

For three weeks he tried to get the Senate 
to trim one item or another in the bill to au- 
thorize $34,600,000,000 in spending. Typical was 
the exchange over the Budget Bureau. 

The House had cut $100,000 out of this bu- 
reau’s requested appropriation. The Senate 
Appropriations Committee added $26,000, cut- 
ting the “trim” to $74,000. But, as thus trimmed, 
the bureau still received $112,000 more than it 
had received last year. And Senator Douglas’ 
efforts to restore the $26,000 cut imposed by the 
House, so that_the bureau's appropriation would 
be raised only $86,000, were overridden. 


What the Senate did on this one small appro- 


priation may not have major significance. The 
significant thing is that it acted the same way 
on item after item, relating to bureau after 
bureau. And when it came to the rivers and 
harbors section of the bill—the notorious pork 
barrel, which becomes less and less defensible 
as new military expenditures become necessary 
—the story was the same. 

There was $731,000,000 in the pork barrel 
this year. Some of the projects were undoubt- 
edly worthy. Some represented expenditures on 
projects already under way, and so could not 
readily be avoided. Yet it might have been ex- 
pected that in view of the defense emergency 
the Senate would be willing to postpone some 
of the new projects, and slow down the rate 
of spending on others. ; 

Nothing of the kind. Senator Douglas’ motion 
to cut rivers and harbors funds by 60 per cent 
was defeated. -A Republican motion to cut them 
by 50 per cent was defeated (Republicans Don- 
nell and Kem of Missouri voting against it). A 
Douglas amendment to cut the funds by 40 per 
cent was defeated. A Republican amendment 
to cut them by 25 per cent was defeated. And

finally, reductio ad absurdum, Senator Douglas’ 
move to cut each item by $1 was defeated. 
It is now up to President Truman to show 
that somebody in Washington recognizes that the 
Korean crisis has outdated “spending as usual” 
along with “business as usual.” Either by 
vetoing the appropriations bill, or by instructing 
his administrative agencies to postpone all post- 
ponable expenditures, he should make it clear 
that defense has a genuine priority. 
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A Valiant Son of Illinois 

It is now a week since Maj. Gen. William F. 
Dean, commander of the Twenty-fourth Division, 
was listed as “missing in action” in Korea. 

There is still time for this valiant officer to 
rejoin the American forces. For there is more 
than a chance that he is safely hidden some- 
where among South Koreans in the mountains 
around Taejon, where he was last seen. But if 
he fell into the hands of the Red invaders they 
may have killed him on the spot, gleeful over 
their prize. 

Whatever Gen. Dean’s fate, he was a brave 
soldier and the country owes him and his sol- 
diers a debt of gratitude. His division had the 
hard task of delaying and stopping, if possible, 
the Communist advance on the provisional capi- 
tal after the fall of Seoul. Few of his troops 
were experienced but they were able to resist, 
even though overwhelmed by heavy odds in 
manpower. 

Gen. Dean might have remained safely to 
the rear, observing and directing the American 
side of the battle. Instead, as an example of 
encouragement to other officers and to the G.I.s 
themselves, he personally led bazooka teams 
against the enemy. Shortly before he was cut 
away from other Americans, he was heard to 
shout: “I just got me a tank.” 

It was not the first time this red-headed infan- 
tryman was in a tough spot in combat. One of 
the divisions in the middle of the things at the 
Battle of the Bulge was his Forty-fourth. Such 
a commander is lost only at great cost. Yet, 
Gen. Dean, though he may not return, proved 
the value of courage and daring when those 
qualities were needed. For he helped produce 
order and a stronger defense at a critical time. 

The United States Army can be proud of Gen. 
Dean. And his birthplace, Carlyle, some 40 
miles east of St. Louis, in Illinois, may well look 
up to its brave native son. 
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Leopold Paralyzes Belgium 


While the Atlantic Council deputies are en- 


gaged in the urgent task of blue-printing the 


West’s defense against the Kremlin, Belgium is 
virtually paralyzed. Some 300,000 workers are 
on strike in Belgium’s Walloon industrial belt, 
there were violent demonstrations against 
Leopold in Brussels. 

Socialist Leader Paul Henri Spaak may have 
been influenced by his opposition to the king 
when he said that a revolution may be in the 
offing, but his warning nonetheless underlines 
the seriousness of the situation. 

This is a ready-made opportunity for the 
Communists, who are undoubtedly exploiting the 
passions Leopold’s return has aroused for all 
they are worth. The Reds are the principal, if 
not the only, gainers from this violent unrest. 

Meanwhile, Leopold, whose abdication would 
go a long way toward quieting the disturbance, 
has doggedly refused to make known his future 
intentions. In a demonstration of the haughti- 
ness which has estranged many Belgians from 
him, he has indicated only that he, not popular 
leaders of either side, will make the decision. 
Many non-Belgians will hope to see him re- 
nounce the throne in favor of his son. The free 
world needs Belgium’s help. 
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For an Honest Count 
There is one certain way for the Board of 
Election Commissioners to assure the citizens 
of St. Louis of an honest count of next Tues- 
days’ charter ballots. And that is by swearing 
in at~ least 200 special deputies, or so-called 
watchers. 


Assigned to the river wards and other doubt- 
ful precincts, these watchers can make sure that 
the ballots are counted as they are marked. 
Watchers may not be absolutely necessary in 
some sections of the city. The Election Com- 
missioners know well enough in which precincts 
election officials are most directly influenced by 
political organizations. 


It is difficult to understand why the Election 
Board has not already moved to protect its own 
repute in this respect. Granted that the Alder- 
men left precious little time to prepare for the 
charter election, there is, nevertheless, still time 
enough to find the necessary watchers. The 
Citizens’ Committee for the New Charter stands 
ready to furnish the rosters of such organiza- 
tions as the Bar Association, the League of 
Women Voters and the Junior Chamber of 
Commerce from which the commissioners can 
select the required individuals. All that is 
needed is a little brisk work on the telephone. 


The Election Board's offer to allow the Citi- 
zens’ Committee to fill vacancies among election 
clerks and judges does not meet the situation 
at all. The committee properly refused to have 
anything to do with the handling of Republican 
and Democratic primary ballots. Further, such 
deputies could hardly be expected to serve in 
the precincts whieh really need watching. The 
wardheelers have a way of making sure that 
their precincts are covered. Roving deputies 
would be no help either. 

Let’s make this very plain: the friends of the 
charter do not want and should not have a hand 
in the conduct of the election. But watchers 
should be on hand in all doubtful precincts to 
check the counting of the charter ballots. And 
it is up to the Election Commissioners to make 
sure that they are. 
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It Seemed Like a Good Idea 

Cynics will have their own explanation. for 
the New Jersey policeman who was found de- 
livering a sermon in a church at 4 a.m. 

We prefer to believe his story—that he 
climbed in a window to look for prewlers, found 
none, became entranced with the pulpit, stand- 
ing there before rows and rows of empty pews, 
and just decided to try maKing a speech. How 
was he to know that he was wired for sound, 
and that the loudspeakers would arouse the 
neighborhood? 

We believe this story because there is a cer- 
tain universality about it—the dread that many 
people have for making a speech, the secret am- 
bition to make one, the sudden determination 
to seize an unexpected opportunity to see what 
it felt like. These things might have happened 
to anybody, especially at 4 a.m. 

We hope that cop won't be disciplined. He

Missouri vs. the River Plan 


The Mirror 
of 
Public Opinion 


Gov. Smith’s report on water policy viewed as hostile to all 
river development though Missouri would gain most in flood 
controls; entire program would be nullified, says newspaper, by 
theory that projects should be paid for by direct beneficiaries.

Of all the states in the Missouri basin, 
Missouri is the most resistant to river 
development under the Pick-Sloan plan. 
Considering that Missouri will receive the 
greatest flood control benefit this is a 
rather odd situation. 

A large part of*the state opposition is 
directed by government, especially the di- 
vision of-resources and development. But 
it reflects rather 
widespread senti- 
ment among farm- 
ers, conservation 
leaders and others. 

The official atti- 
tude was made quite 
clear by Gov. Smith’s 
recent recommenda- 
tions to the Presi- ! 
dent’s Water Re- (ay 
sources Policy Com- 
mission. 

The most extreme 
proposal called for a 
complete shift of pol- 
icy to require the di- 
rect beneficiaries of 
river projects to pay for them. In theory 
this sounds reasonable. But the practical 
application is so complicated that it 
amounts to a plan of virtual nullification 
of the river program. 


In the case of an ordinary levee or 
flood wall the theofy of assessing full 
costs is obvious. The benefits are con-

centrated in one area. A case could be 
made to show increased value of the prop- 
erty as the result of flood protection. 


Yet, even a local system is integrated 
with the whole river development. The 
height of a levee is determined by the 
storage capacity of reservoirs far up the 
river and its tributaries, Reasonable or 
not, the full assessment plan would stop 
most of the big levees and flood walls. 
The prudent people willing to pay would 
be at the mer¢y of short-sighted individu- 
als who could usually block such a pro- 
gram. 

The proposal for assessing the costs of 
reservoirs against beneficiaries is astound- 
ing. A reservoir on the Republican river 
might have some flood protection value 
to property at the mouth of the Missouri 
river. This plan suggests distributing the 
cost of each of various reservoirs over 
several thousand miles of river system. It 
could be done by a high-flown mathemati- 
cal formula. But trying to make people 
pay benefit costs on such a theoretical 
basis is something else. It would take a 
lot of fast talking to convince a Missouri 
farmer that he should pay direct benefit 
taxes for a dam in North Dakota or 
Nebraska. It couldn’t be done. 

This proposal was Simply the most dam- 
aging part of a generally hostile report. 
It can be explzined only as opposition to 
all river development. 


State Police 


and “Slots” 


From the Illinois State Register 


The heavy falling off in the number of 
slot machines, or ‘‘one-arm bandits,” oper- 
ating in Illinois is a direct result of the 
state-wide campaign against gambling in 
general and slot machines in particular. 

State police raids ordered by Gov. Ste- 
venson have frightened most of the “one- 
arm bandits” out of business. In the 
Springfield federal revenue district of 76 
counties tax stamps for operation of gam- 
ing devices have been issued for 792 ma- 
chines in 179 locations since the beginning 
of the present fiscal year, July 1. How 
rapidly tax’ renewals will be made after 
July remains to be seen. The total was 
6851 in the Springfield district in the last 
fiscal year. 

We suggest to the Governor and to the 
state police that a very simple plan be fol- 
lowed prior to more raids. Under the in- 
ternal revenue code, specific provision is 
made that the Collector of Internal Rev- 
enue shall “place and keep conspicuously 
in his office, for public inspection, an al- 
phabetical list of the names of all persons 
who shall have paid special taxes within 
his district, and shall state thereon the 
time, place and business for which such 
special taxes have becn paid.” Penalties 


are provided. In other words, the namé of 
every person paying a tax to operate a slot 
machine, and the number of machines op- 
erated in each location, are a matter of 
public record. 

\ It would, therefore, be a very simple 
matter for the state police, under instruc- 
tions from the Governor, to obtain at rea- 
sonable intervals federa}, records showing 
where and how many g g devices are 
operating in each county. 


Notices of such operations in violation 
of the state law could then be given to 
sheriffs and state’s attorneys in the re- 
spective counties with the warning that 
if local officials do not do their duty 
under the law, unannounced state police 
raids may follow. 


The mere publication by the state police 
of such lists and public notices given to 
sheriffs and state’s attorneys would doubt- 
less remove the cause for police raids in 
most counties. 

The making of secret raids by state po- 
lice is a somewhat difficult and ponderous 
procedure which should be a last resort 
after the much simpler plar of public 
notice herein suggested had been applied.

KOREA TODAY, by George M. McCune, with the col- 
laboration of Arthur L. Grey Jr., an Institute of 
Pacific Relations book. (Harvard University Press, 
2372 pqs., $5.)

The “today” in the above title should, 
of course, not be taken literally. This is 
an appraisal of the Korean situation as it 
was seen about six months ago. The cur- 
rent turn of events unfortunately makes 
some of it a misappraisal, but its back- 
ground material is peculiarly timely. The 
author lived many years in Korea, was an 
official in the State Department and taught 
at the University of California. His manu- 
script, nine-tenths finished at his death in 
1948, was completed by his wife and his 
assistant. 

At this moment a better source book for 
all sorts of information on Korea could 
scarcely be found. For example, it includes 
17 basic documents pertaining to Korea, 
most of which can be consulted with profit 
just now. Secondly, an appendix offers 
a splendid set of tables tovering all sorts 
of facts and figures on what is Korea, 
North as well as South. There is, in addi- 
tion, a formidable, comprehensive but ex- 
tremely useful bibliography. 

In writing this book, Mr. McCune obvi- 
ously wanted to be entirely objective and 
historically impartial. But in the light of 
what has now happened, it will seem to 
many readers that in his eagerness to stand 
up straight he leaned rather well back- 
ward. Take, for example, the fact that 
there were abundant materials pertaining 
to South Korea but no possibility of first- 
hand observation in the North. This dis- 
parity has unhappily led to quite differ- 
ent treatment of the two areas. In the 
South every statement or report is sub- 
jected to the closest analysis in the light 
of all the observable facts, In the North 
the official statements are virtually ac- 
cepted at face value. 

. The partition of Korea, which the au- 
thor deeply resents and regretfully con- 
demns, is attributed chiefly to the mis- 
takes of American occupation policy and 
little to Soviet obstruction. There is no 
adequate picture of the profound frustra- 
tion of the Americans as they tried, month 
after month, to find some basis upon which 
a free and united Korea could be set up. 
There is no adequate presentation of the 
fact that the Soviet Union was determined 
that a government for Korea was to be 
Communist only and that any compromise 
with that plan was totally inadvisable.

Merely “First Increment.” 

He described as merely “the 
first increment” in America’s re- 
armament program the present 
plan to have 2,089,000 men in uni- 
form by June 30, 1951. There are 
now about 1,500,000 in service. 

To help finance this increase, 


President Truman has asked Con- | 


gress to add $10,500,000 to the 
armed services’ 1951 budget of 
$13,294,000,000 in cash and $1,- 
385,000,000 in contract authority 
which was tentatively approved 
by the Senate yesterday. 

That brings the amount the 
military services say they need to 
run them until June 30 to about 
$25.179.000,000. 

It was only seven months ago 
that Truman told Congress he 
could run the entire Federal Gov- 
ernment until next midsummer on 
about $42,439,000,000. 

Cautious on Inquiry Findings. 

Vinson was cautious in discuss- 
ing what his committee learned 
in its week-long closed-door in- 
quiry, just concluded, into mili- 
tary needs, plans and progress. 

He did say this much: “I would 
not be surprised to have the mili- 
tary services request increases.” 

It all depends, he added, on 
what happens in the international 
situation in the next few months. 


Thousands Fail to Heed Orders 
To Report for Draft. 

WASHINGTON, July 29 (UP) 
-—-Harassed draft officials, strug- 
gling to get Selective Service 
machinery into gear, reported to- 
day that thousands of men were 
failing to respond to their greet- 
ings from Uncle Sam. 

In many cities across the coun- 
try, a survey showed, at least one- 
fourth of the prospective draftees 
failed to show up for physical ex- 
aminations. 

In Portland, Ore., the rate of 
delinquency soared to 42 per cent. 
Eighty-two of the 191 men order- 
ed up for physicals at Portland 
failed to keep the date. 

However. officials said they 
doubted that.many of the delin- 
quents deliberately stayed away.

TIBET BORDER GUARDS 
NLL U.S. VICE CONSUL 


Douglas S. Mackiernan Shot 
by Error When Fleeing 
From China _ Reds. 


WASHINGTON, July 29 (AP)— 
The State Department reported 


today that American Vice Consul 
Douglas S. Mackiernan was killed 
by Tibetan border guards while 
trying to escape from Communist- 
held northwest China across the 
Himalaya mountains. 

The incident occurred last April 
13 but today’s announcement was 
the first public word of it. Mac- 
kiernan and his camel caravan 
apparently were mistaken for ban- 
dits or Communist raiders. The 
shooting was described as an ac- 
cident. 

The news was brought out of 
the isolated area by a native run- 
ner who took 27 days to reach 
Lhasa, Tibetan capital, officials 
said. It was relayed thence by 
radio to the State Department 
by way of New Delhi. 

Meantime, the Tibetan Govern- 
ment has expressed apologies. 

The sketchy report received 
here said two “natives” in the 
caravan were killed and one was 
wounded in the shooting. The 
only other American in the 
group, Frank Bessac, Lodi, Calif., 
escaped injury and is now en 
route to New Delhi. 

Mackiernan closed the United 
States consulate at Tihwa, in iso- 
lated Sinkiang province, last Sept. 
27, just before the city was 
turned over to the . advancing 
Communists. 

Accompanied by Bessac, who 
was on the scene as a research 
scholar, Mackiernan and three na- 
tive servants set out on the 1200- 
mile trip across the lofty Hima- 
layas. 

They shifted from jeeps to 
horses and finally to camels when 
passes were blocked by winter 
storms. They spent months in a 
mountain village awaiting the 
spring thaws. 


Vice Consul Robert Dreessen of 
St. Louis was one of three Ameri- 
cans who preceded Mackiernan 
out of Sinkiang. Consul General 
J. Hall Paxton and Mrs. Paxton 
were the other two. They made 
the trip in about six weeks. 

During the long period when 
Mackiernan was missing, Chinese 
Communist radio broadcasts spec- 
ulated on his whereabouts, hinting 
that he was organizing tribal re- 
sistance to the Reds.

FORMOSA POLICY 


Survey of Srhaller Nations 
Also Indicates No Sup- 
port in a War With 
Red China.

PARIS, July 29—France, Britain 
and the smaller countries of west- 
ern Europe are now openly in- 
sisting that the United States 
should revise its policy toward 
Formosa. 

Survey of official opinion of all 


these countries supports earlier 
reports from Lake Success and 
Washington that the United States 
might find itself acting alone, 
possibly in defiance of the United 
Nations, if it actually went to war 
with Red China following a Red 
invasion attempt against Formosa. 

These countries all agree that 
the United States acted correctly, 
if not wisely, in going to the de- 
fense of South Korea. They take 
an entirely different view of our 
decision to defend Formosa and 
they have not hesitated to say so 
from the first. 

Now, when actual Red invasion 
of Formosa seems a possibility, 
following Communist successes in 
Korea, they have come to the 
point of rebuking us for that de- 
cision. They ascribe our de- 
cision to the sudden acceptance 
of the MacArthur policy as op- 
posed to the carefully thought-out 
official policy under which he had 
planned to write off both Korea 
and Formosa. They recognize 
that both President Truman and 
Secretary of State Acheson have 
had to listen to Congress, which 
is opposed to recognition of the 
Communist Chinese Government, 
but they criticize the President 
and the Secretary of State for 
letting themselves be steered into 
a blind alley by congressional in- 
fluence. 

The only policy to pursue in re- 
gard to Communist China, they 
all believe, is to recognize it an 
try to make the -best of it, ang 
they view with horror the possi- 
bility of outright war between 
ourselves and China. They say 
we should abandon or modify our 
decision to defend Formosa, no 
matter how hard it is to do so. 

There are, of course, many 
solid arguments in favor of re-

The Problems of a 
Vegetable Garden

HIS year we were sure we had solved the 

T problem of carrying our vegetable garden 

through the drouth which seems almost inevit- 

able during our Missouri summers. Out on the 

east side of the house, 

underneath the flag- 

stone terrace, is the 

old cistern which once 

supplied all the water 

for the farm house- 

hold. Since we now 

depend upon our deep 

well for water, the 

cistern is not in use 

and stays full the year 

round. So we rigged 

a shallow-well pump 

on the cistern plat- 

form, ran a long hose 

out to the garden, at- 

tached a sprinkler and 

turned on the electric 

motor. It worked like 

a charm and the garden, which was suffering badly 
from lack of moisture, perked up amazingly. 

Not long afterward we had one of our rare 
showers; but then things dried up again and we 
went back to pumping. Corn, tomatoes, beets and 
all the rest once more took a new !ease on life. 
But on the next round of watering, the pump 
stopped pumping. And we found, to our dismay, 
that we'd pumped the cistern dry. Now we're 
waiting for a real rain to fill the cistern again; 
although if we get one which will accomplish this, 
the garden will probably survive the rest of the 
summer without more emergency watering. The 
real problem, we feel, is created by the fact that 
- we still haven't built up enough of a humus supply 
in this soil, and this points up one of the disad- 
vantages of vegetable gardening in a spot which 
had been used for this purpose for perhaps a 
hundred years. We grow rye in the winter and 
plow under heavy applications of barnyard manure 
and make liberal use of fertilizer. Now we think 
the answer lies in still heavier applications of 
organic matter with at least part of this being 
worked in through the whole depth of the top- 
soil instead of all being plowed under. 


OUR WORST GARDEN PESTS this season are 
two families of groundhogs which have taken up 
residence nearby; one in the big brush pile we've 
left for the birds outside the fence and the other 
down in the old barnlot. These pesky creatures 
keep the string beans mowed off just about six 
inches above the ground, so that they bloom con- 
tinuously but hardly have a chance®to set on a 
crop of beans. They seem to prefer sweet corn 
when it is within a day of being ready for picking 
and they mow off the lettuce at ground level. 
Tomatoes are another weakness, though with these 
they seem to be satisfied with a single bite which 
ruins the tomato effectively as if they’d eaten it 
all. Once they’re filled up, they sit beside their 
burrows and whistle at old Mike, diving to safety 
when he comes charging out at them. So despite 
the fact that they are harmless little fellows and 
quite entertaining, we're either going to have to 
take measures against them or give up vegetable 
gardening. 


THE QUAIL WHICH SPEND much of their 
time in the garden are quite another matter. In 
the first place, they probably come there hunting 
bugs instead of vegetables, and their cheery whis- 
tling is always a pleasure to hear. Often I answer 
them and then we watch them come slipping out 
into the yard, searching here and there for the 
Bob-white that called them and talking softly all 
the time. And when I called from the window of 
the upstairs study, they are doubly puzzled, cock- 
ing a bright eye upward to see whether a quail 
may possibly be perched on the roof. Finally, 


seeming to shake their heads in wonder at such - 


goings-on, they retreat again to the garden. 

We've still another visitor about which Ginnie 
is not quite So well pleased. This is a handsome 
snake perhaps two feet long, black with small 
white spots, which has taken up residence under 
the front porch. Although I don’t find it pictured 
in any of the books, it probably belongs to the 
garter snake family and since it is large enough 
to eat useful toads, frogs and earthworms, could 
hardly be classed as a farmer’s friend. The truth 
is, this has been an unusually good summer for 
snakes and we've seen and destroyed more than 
the ordinary number of copperheads. The largest 
of these we found in the pile of firewood which 
we keep at the picnic spot by the big pond. For- 
tunately, the light, hazel-brown color and hour- 
glass markings make this fellow easy to identify, 
provided one sees it. Like its close relative, the 
cottonmouth of the swamp country, the copper- 
head is not considered as deadly as the rattlers or 
the poisonous snakes of the American tropics; yet 
it is one to be avoided and destroyed when en- 
countered.

I SUPPOSE THAT THE WORST pest of our 
Missouri summers is the chigger. They seem to 
be worse at some times and some places than at 
others, although if there is any spot better for 
getting a crop than the blackberry patch, we don’t 
know where it is. There also seems a great differ- 
ence in the susceptibility of different people to the 
attack of this irritating little mite, so that one 
person will harvest a hundred bites where another 
will get only one or two. This may, in fact, be 
a matter of developing an immunity as the season 
goes forward. Actually, it is not difficult to ward 
off the annoying attack of the chigger, if one is 
willing to take the pains to do so. Ordinary flow- 
ers of sulphur dusted on the body with a bit of 
cotton, with special care to cover the lower legs 
and ankles and the area around ones waist, is 
almost always effective. There are also a number 
of good preparations on the market today which 
are effective. As youngsters, I can remember that 
we kept a quantity of the regular photographic 
developing solution, hyposulphate, mixed up and 
simply sponged with this when we got up in the 
morning. When we did this, as far as I can re- 
member, we got no chiggers. Fairly often we 
neglected it, however, and in such cases always 
paid the penalty. Once a crop of chiggers has 
been acquired, the best treatment is not to scratch 
them, in which case they are soon gone. Few 
people seem able to apply this remedy, however, 
and so there are a hundred panaceas ranging from 
mail polish (to paint over the bite) to laundry soap.

| Make lced Coffee Strong 


By Edith Barber 


OFFEE!—everyone likes it hot 
for breakfast and there are 
those who like it in this form 
at other meals even in the hot- 


_test weather. There are others 
‘who feel that nothing is more 


cooling or refreshing than iced 
coffee at lunch or dinner. 

There is a trick to making good 
iced_ coffee. The secret is to use 
only half as much water as you 
do for the hot beverage. Fill the 
basket of your drip pot or perco- 
lator with coffee to the usual 
point, but halve the water. Then 
vou will have a strong brew to 
pour over the ice which, as it 
meits, will dilute the beverage to 
the proper point. Do not attempt 
to pack the basket with too much 
coffee as this will prevent the dis- 
tribution of the water and you 
will actually have a weaker rather 
than a stronger beverage. Tall 
glasses should be filled with ice 
cubes and the freshly brewed cof- 
fee poured over these. More ice 
can be added or a bowl of ice 
cubes can be passed at the table. 
The sugar and cream should both 
be passed at the table. As a spe- 
cial treat, you may like to have 
a bowl or whipped cream instead 
of, or in addition to, the plain 
cream.

You may like to reserve the 
services of iced coffee for des- 
sert time and let it accompany 
a sweet bread or a cake. Any 
quick bread flavored with fruit 
juice or with nuts is good, or a 
plain cake hot out of the oven. 
possibly made from a mix, is as 
suitable. 

Orange Bread. 

Three cups sifted flour, four 
and one-half teaspoons baking 
powder, three-fourth teaspoons 
salt, one-third cup shortening. 
one cup light brown sugar, firmly 
packed, one egg, slightly beaten, 
one-half cup grated orange rind, 
one cup orange juice. 

Mix and sift flour, baking pow- 
der and salt. Cream shortening. 
Add sugar and cream until light 
and fluffy. Add egg and mix well. 
Add orange rind and juice. Add 
dry ingredients. Mix just enough 
to moisten. Bake in a greased loaf 
pan, 942x542 in moderate oven 
(350° F.) about 1 hour 

Quick Dessert Cake. 

Use a white cake mix, accord- 
ing to directions on the package. 
Pour into greased baking pan and 
sprinkle liberally with a mixture 
of sugar and cinnamon. Bake arc- 
cording to directions on the pack- 
age and serve hot from pan. 


and when East actually made the 
good play of ducking, South had 
gained an entry to dummy that 
he sorely needed.

CONECTICUT. 

WAS fortunate in Nantucket in 
| having really beautiful weather. 

Tuesday, my one full day there, 
was a busy one, Mr. Morgenthau 
took me from where we were 
staying, at the end of the island, 
to the main street of Nantucket. 
We parked the car and walked 
down to look at the houses which 
photographers and painters have 
made so familiar to us. It is 
a charming place. I particularly 
enjoyed the short time spent with 
a summer theatre group which is 
playing its first season there. 

They are trying rather an orig- 
inal idea on stage settings, mak- 
ing their settings méveable, and 
seating the audience wherever the 
play is not going on, They can 
seat only about 100 people, so 
it is really an intimate perform- 
ance, but the actors are all 
competent people, having been on 
the stage for 10 or 12 years. Il 
wish I could have seen a real 
performance. 

We visited the whaling museum, 
where many of the exhibits were 
familiar, but I saw for the first 
time the models of “the camels” 
which were used up to 1854 to 
float the loaded ships over the 
bar. It was an ingenious device, 
but finally condemned because it 
was too expensive, and it became 
easier and less expensive to load 
in New Bedford, taking their 
produce over there in boats that 
could cross the bar of Nantucket 
harbor. 

I always marvel at the skill of 
the sailors in the carving which 
they did during the long voyages 
in those days. My husband 
showed me in fhe old house in 
Fair Haven, Massachusetts, where 
his mother’s grandfather had 


lived, examples of much of the 
work exhibited in the various 
whaling museums. It is often 
hard to realize that such delicate 
carvings could be done by men 
whose hands must have been ac- 
customed to such rough work, for 
the sailing ships of those days re- 
quired not only skill but strength 
and endurance from the sailors 
on the long trips which often took 
them practically around the world. 
It enabled them, however, to de- 
vote many hours to these minute 
and exquisite carvings 


We spent a delightful evening 
with Mr. and Mrs. Lytel Hull. 
They have planned their house so 
as to take in all the beauty of 
the sunsets over the water. 


On Wednesday I went to 
Martha’s vineyard. Mrs. Joseph 
Lash and her small son, Jonathan 
showed me the beauties of the 
island. We had a delightful lunch 
outside with Dr. and Mrs. David 
M. Levy. I sat on their porch for 
a little while with Katharine Cor- 
nell, Miss Macy and several other 
interesting and charming women. 


The rivalry between these two 
islands seems fairly vigrous. so 
I will only say that I found both 
of them delightful. I enjoyed 
my two days immensely, and was 
particularly glad to find Mr. Mor- 
genthau so much better than when 
I Jast saw him before my trip 
to Europe. 


Even on islands like these which 
give you a “far away from the 
world feeling,” you find that no 
one is quite free from the weight 
of world affairs. In spite of Gen- 
eral Douglas MacArthur's reassur- 
ing words, I doubt if any one is 
very happy over our daily bulle- 
tins from Korea.
